George Sontag, a cousin of 
John Sontag the bandit, Russell Will- 
iams, Ben Wilson and Charley Abbott, 
life termers, and a 10-year Iconvict 
named Dalton, suddenly seized Frank 
Brierc, lieutentanl of guards, put a pis- 
tol to his head and started together to 
run up the hill. 


Before reaching the top of the hill it 


was developed that they had two Win- 
chesters and additional revolvers which 
had been concealed among the rocks. 


Up to this time the guards had been 


unable to shoot, as Briere was' in the 
grasp of the would be escapes, and as 
they were closely huddled together a 
shot might mean death to him. 


Just before reaching the summit of 


tliu bill Briere jerked away, and the 
yuards opened tire from all directions. 
~ The convicts look to. tlie rocks, con- 
cealed themselves as best they could, 
and returned the fire as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 


The regular guards were soon rein- 


.. forced by reserves from the prison, and 


a terrific fight took place which-lasted 
fully a half hour, during all of which 
time shots were fired indiscriminately 
from (tattling guns, Winchester rifles 
and revolvers, as rapidly as triggers 
could DC pulled. 


At the end of that time one of tlie 


convict? held up his hat on a rifle as a 
token of surrender and Warden Aull, 
Captain Murphy and a few guards ad- 
vanced 
to the convicts' stronghold, 


where they found Williams, Wilson and 
Dalton stretched dead on the ground. 


George Sontag was badly wounded by 


three or four bullets. He had one bad 
shot through the body and Iwo through 
the thigh. 


Abbott was groaning with a broken 


leg. 


At the beginning of the fight two 


prisoners were wounded, but were im- 
mediately carried into the prison by 


- other convicta, and at the time tlie news

who they were. 


None of the- prisoners escaped, nor

that while in the quarry Briere found 
himself confronted with two Winchester 
rifles, two pistols and a huge dirk in tlie 
hands of Contant. 


Briere was powerless aud they forced 


him up the hill with some difficulty. 


Guards Frigmore, Avers and Fitch, 


who were immediately over the quarry, 
were for a moment deterred from firing 
lor fear of hitting Briere. 


As the convicts reached the top of the 


dill, Briere, who had been waiting for 
an opening, by a violent effort freed 
himself from all but one and jumped 
down a steep sliff, taking Smith with 
him, 
the rifle, which was held to his 


head, exploded at the same instant 
without effect. 
Frank Wilson was also knocked on 


it, but because be would not go closer to 
the hank Convict Williams shot directly 
at him twice. 


It was altogether an exciting occasion, 


for nearly an hour the 1'ia.ht went on, 
and the warden and his men stood 
plainly out picking at the opponents. 


There were not many involved, but 


what was lacking in numbers was made 
up in intensity. Warden Aull was cool 
and collected as though on a quail hunt. 


When the Record-Union reporter and

Captain's ollice the three dead men were 
laid out in a row and the sight was a 
horrible one. 
Dalton was shot in the shoulders and 


heart, and when turned over his back- 
was fairly riddled with bullels.

He 
must have received a full charge from 
thcGattlinggun.

marked lo Captain Murphy, "I have 
played my game and lost.

with a knife wound in his breast. 


The money drawer had been broken 


o]icn and robbed, and there were evi- 
dences of a hard struggle and the floor 
was spattered with blood. 


From Ihe front of Ihe store going 


south through a stubble field, and paral- 
lel with the railroad track, were tracks 
made by a person running to a point 
where a buggy drawn by two horses had 
been standing. 


The buggy had then gone south aloug 


the Pollasky Hue of railroad, and all 
traces were obtainable a half mile he- 
vond. 


The slore. had been robbed of about 


560 in money, but nothing else seemed 
to have been taken. 


So clue could be obtained to tlie per- 


petrators of the crime until some time 
afterward, when W. S. James was ar- 
rested on another charge, and then 
made what purported to be a con- 
fession.

Sickening and II ear trend iu? Scenes 


As the tii-eat Ship Went 


Down. 


NEW YOKK, June 20.—The Kvcn 


.VorM contains H special cable from 
Trii>ol!, Syria, giving full details of the 
linking of the llagsliip Victoria. 


About 3 o'clock on Thursday after- 


loon the Knglish fleet was sighted mak- 
n£ directly for tho harbor of Tripoli. 
Vive big ironclads, the Victoria, Cam- 
wrdown,. Edinburgh, Nile and Sane- 
>areil, were drawn up in full front, tbe 
"irtoria in the center, the Camucrdown 


the left and tho Edinburgh on the 


ight. When within five miles of shore 
Ice Admiral Sir George Tryou signaled 
o turn and form in double line. 


When tbe order was given the dis- 


ancc between tbe slaps was less than 
wo cables length, and thw execution of 
lie order extremely dilllcult for the 
"ictoria and Camperdown. 
Admiral 


Markham of the Camperdown signaled 
hat he did not understand it. The 
ther vessels did not hesitate, but began 
o turn. The brief delay, however, had 
een fatal, for the Victoria bud nearly 
timed und tbe Camperdown in swing- 
ug around lipre down upon her. 


Both admirals were quick to act and 


wung their vessels so as to recu-ve at 
lie smallest angle the blow wliic.b Itnth 
Miters saw was inevitable, and the 
^amperdown 
began 
reversing 
her 


crews. 
The rain of tbe Camperdown struck 
lie Victoria just in front of tbe armored 
tdkhead, and plunged into the phites of 
er starboard side. 
The other vessels were moving, hav- 
ig got into double line, and were lieiir- 
ig down upon the entangled ships, 
id a catastrophe involving all the iron- 
lads was imminent, and only t he cool- 
ppa and prompt action of the command- 
's prevented a general disaster. 
It fccems that Admiral Tryou did not 
;altze the extent of the danger to the 
'iutoria, for when the other ships sig- 
aled offers of Itoats lie replied that be 
id not need them. 
The Victoria began to forge straight 
or the shore under full steam. The 
isnipline was perfect, and the admiral 
nd officers remained steadfast upon the 
•idge. About ten minutes after the 
_o\v, the Victoria having got something 
ke two miles nearer shore, all at onco 
eaned way over to starboard, and with 
great roll and plunge buried her bow 


.eiieath the calm surface of the sea. It 
*as almost instantaneous. 
There was only a chance for a few 
•iid cries and tbe Victoria was almost 
,alf submerged, her bow foremost, with 
lie swiftly revolving screws high in tlie 
ir. 
Those on deck were thrown imined- 


atelv in the water, while the men for- 
•ard and below had no time to rush to 
ie deck and but little, more time for 
ho?e in tbe officers' quarters. 
Several hundred men were hurled 
uddenly into the water fully dressed, 
id bad to battle against the increasing 
siction. 
A moment more a peril more horrible 
uscended upon them. As tbe vessel 
auk tbe screws came nearer and nearer 
o the water and discarded into tbe 
'lidst of struggling human beings. 
Tbe poor creatures battled in vain 
gainst the suction, and they were 
rawn down and thrown against liie 
wiftly revolving blades. 
Theii cnmea scenewhich made officers 
n the decks of other war ships of the 
eet turn away with horror. Screams 
nd shrieks arose, and in the white 
oam appeared tbe reddened arms and 
egs and wrecked and torn bodies, all 
vithin reach of the vortex.

On the rich 
bottom lands other trees can well take 
iu phuv, but where water is scarce, 
where the soil is very dry, where the 
jrronnd is too rocky for most other trees, 
then the olive is the best and most pro- 
ductive tree to set out. The fruit is a 
condensed product and costs but little to 
ship when pressed into oil, thus the 
great cost for transportation is elimi- 
nated from the expense of marketing 
the product. Even in it*? pickled i-'tate 
the olive fells for a high price in propor- 
tion to tbe space it occupies. Tbe great 
drawback to orange planting ioilay U 
tlie cost of marketing the fruit.

The great advances of olive 
growing are cheapness for marketing, 
hardiness of tbe tree, exemption from 
disease, and the absence of any diffi- 
culty in obtaining labor. Tbe fruit 
ripens at a time when labor is cheap 
ami abundant. 
* * * Above all else 


the olive is pre-eminently a food plant 
just as much as tbe potato or tomato is. 
When pickied it takes tho place of other 
food. It is fattening, nutritious, whole- 
some aud agreeable. Children are fond 
of olives, and if fed upon them the little 
folks are nearly always free from dis- 
ease. The poor man who lias half an 
acre of ground, with a few fig trees, 
grape vines and olive trees is almost in- 
dependent, so far as fruit is concerned, 
riant more olives, is our advice to the 
man who is setting out fruit trees. Plant 
inoru olives 011 the hillsides and along 
the canyons. Your land will become of 
greater value, and you will in a few 
years reap an income from the trees you 
have planted.

seemed to warrant the assuinp ion that 
middlemen are necessary to effect the 
distribution of products and thus to 
form a connecting lint between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer. The middle- 
men have in many cases presumed upon 
this assumption and managed to take 
tbe lion's share of the profits for them- 
selves. Not only this, but they have 
frowned on every attempt of the grow- 
ers to combine, trying to retain a mon- 
opoly of combination for themselves. 


"The only way to fight tbe middle- 


men is with then- own weapons, that is, 
by combinations of producers, and if 
tjuch combinations be made and carried 
on properly, we incline to think that tbe 
ultimate consumer would be benefited. 
Certainly several sets of charges which 
the consumer has to pay would l>e elim- 
inated, and tbe natural consequence 
would be that tbe. producer would get 
more while the consumer would be 
compelled to pay no more than at 
present. 


"It is idle to say that all such matters 


regulate themselves. They do nothing 
of the kind. - Tbey are regulated by the 
sharpness and shrewdness of men who 
let others plant and sow and harvest 
aad reap while they sit at the receipt of 
customers and levy toll on everything 
that passes through their hands. It is 
the jobbers and middlemen who care- 
fully inculcate and cultivate tbe theory" 
of their own necessity to the business 
world, and it must be conceded that.

This impression is most noticeable 


ti uonjj those who know least about bank- 
ing, and who of all others are least 
likely to Buffer by a bank failure. Vnder 
the national banking laws and the laws 
of this* state, depositors are preferred 
creditors and are to be paid before 
stockholders can use a cent of the bank's 
assets. Under these provisions of law 
it would be almost impossible for de- 
]*ositor$ to lose their money except in 
casts of gross inuiDaiiaxement or fraud. 


It is believed that there is not a bunk 


in Fn-sno, and few of them in the state, 
that has not two dollars of assets for 
every dollar due depositors. 


Rut tbcso assets are not always imme- 


iliatfly available, especially in times of 
:jeni*ral pauic. Real estate and personal 
securities cannot be turned into money 
at once, and in times like the present- 
though the money vaults of San Fran- 
cisco were never half eo full of idle 
coin—the very best of stocks and bonds 
ure not security lor a dollar. Of the re- 
cent bank suspensions in the state not 
one of them has been insolvent, and not 
one of them would have occurred but 
for the senseless scare of depositors. 


If people would but stop to consider 


how wide spread aro the. baleful influ- 
ences of these scares, they would bring 
in their coin to institutions that have 
been worthy of their confidence, aud 
help maintain the equilibrium of ordi- 
nary business and trade. To join in a 
run on a bank without good reason— 
and tbere is rarely good reason—is al- 
most criminal. To force a well managed 
aud solvent hank to suspend is to dis- 
turb the general business of the whole 
community. It creates a suspicion as 
to the safety of banks generally, causes 
them to call m their loans, to hoard 
money for emergencies, to withhold 
money from legitimate/ enterprises, and 
worst of all) makes it almost in 
for farmers and producers to handle 
their products. Not only this, but. it 
tends to depreciate property values and, 
retard the natural development aud 
growth of tbe community. 


It is admitted by every financier and 


careful observer of events, that there is 
nothing whatever to warrant a distrust 
of or run upon California banks at tbis 
time. A few days seems tu have euded 
the scare in Los Angeles, and reports 
indicate tbe beginning of a restoration 
of couGdence in Sun Francisco. 


Let us hope that tbe good sense of our 


people will prevent a financial panic in 
Fresno, and that not another dollar will 
be drawn from our banks for other than 
legitimate purposes of business. 


ne pardon of the anarchists by the 


merciful governor of Illinois is meeting 
with the almost universal condemnation 
of the press throughout the country.

CLOSED. 


The 
Honey 
Famine and Other 
Things. 


James Feeley, manager of the Fresno 


Janning Company, is ont with a card 
stating that the stockholders, at a meet- 
ing recently held in Sau Francisco, de- 
cided not to run the cannery this sea- 
son. 


This is a matter of regret, as producers 


as well a_s the public generally prefer to 
gee all industries established here not 
only continue, but also succeed in their 
special lines. 


No doubt the money famine will ren- 


der it at present difficult to obtain suf- 
ficient funda to handle this or any 
other business to advantage just now. 


Mr. Feeley says that A. Lusk & Co. of 


San Francisco, the principal promoters 
of this institution, built it not only to 
further their own interests, but also to 
benefit the people and city of Fresno. 
In this connection it seems as if their 
efforts were not appreciated, as they 
have received no inducements or any 
encouragement this year to run their 
factory here. 


Adventures of this nature are usually 


made by firms on business rather than 
philanthropic or eleemosynary prin- 
ciples. There is a legitimate field here 
for this and other firms, and no disposi- 
tion has ever been manifested in Fresno 
by the people to discourage or drive out 
any one engaged in the handling of 
products. On the contrary. 


It is difficult to see, therefore, why 


the. management of this cannery should 
consider itself discriminated against. 
The people of Fresno have always ex- 
hibited a desire to grant to others what 
they demanded for themselves—a fair 
deal.

Must not be Diverted

Oleander's Pertinent Query as to 


Jlow Mucli Water the I'er- 


rius Own. 


KKI-UBUCAX.—The proposition 


advocated by Supervisor tatuher and 
others to divert a large amount oi water 
from Kings river to the plains north of 
and iiLTosa tbe San Joaquin river into 
Miideru county is not, in my jiuiiimeiit, 
meeting with the opposition, in its in- 
ception, tbe unquestionable menace to 
our interests therein involved demands. 


With thcesception of an able editorial 


your valuable paper opposing tbe 


scheme, 1 have seen nothing from any 
source touching upon thft matter, save 
what has appeared from time to time in 
the local press favorable to its promo- 
tion. 


This apparent indifference I attribute 


solely to a lack of knowledge on the part 
of our people of what Mr. Letcher and 
bis copartners in the undertaking pro- 
pose to do, and the effect uvon Fresno 
and Tulare counties should the water be 
diverted aa proposed. 


To call attention to a few facts known 


of all mon regarding tho wealth, of water 
now flowing into Kings river from our 
splendid water shed in the Sierra 
Nevada mountains, and thus arouse 
[mblie notice to the importance of tak- 
ing such steps as may be necessary to 
prevent any part of this water from'be- 
mg takeii to lands not designated by 
nature for its use and now foreign to 
Fresno county, is the object oi this 
communication. 


In the tirst place I would ask the pro- 


moters of the proposed s— (I was about 
to write steal) scheme by what right, 
legal, moral or economic, they base 
their claim to a single drop of Kings 
river water, to be lloomed across the 
roaring floods that sweep down tho 
channel of the San Joaquin, into an- 
other eounty? Have they any rightjto 
thus appropriate and divert any of our 
waters? If they can take out of Kings 
river 500 fe'-t of water, us I nnderfitaml • 
they propose to do, they can tako the 
whole of it. 


But I am informed that they o 


pose to appropriate the Surplus flood 
waters. This is oiiiy ft pretext to "get 
in their work" without opposition and 
acquire vested rights when, if successful 
they would lift their head gates at any 
:GiiSjn of the year and run their canal 
bank full and fight us from hades to an 
early breakfast. 


It would add strength and point to 


this article if I -bad even an approximate 
estimate of the number of acres of good 
land in Fresno and Tulare counties un- 
der the waters so to speak of Kinps 
river, that is still unirru-ated. But in 
duiVult of this data there are hundreds 
of thousands of acres of excellent farm- 
ing land in this and Tulare counties ac- 
cessible to the waters of Kings river and 
none other still dry aa nature made 
them aud awaiting the advent of the 
water and the farmer to make them 
fruitful. 


This none can deny nor can any man 
ucs3 how much water may be required 


irrigate this Jand in the years to 


come. In a word, there is now and ever 
will be plenty of land in Fresno and 
Tulare counties upon which to apply 
overy inch of Kings river water to meet 
the demand,.and il the promoters think 
they are going to have a walk-over in 
their big 
scheme they are slightly 


mistaken. 


They claim that they have purchased 


.his water from the Perrine. 
Will the- 


iatter gentlemen please rise and explain 
:iow tbey acquired the right to sell 
Kings river water to be taken to another 
water shed into another county where 
the whole of it will ultimately find its 
"ray into the San Joaquin. 


1 am informed that the Perrins have 


lately sold 3000 feet of Kings river water 
to the Sunset irrigation district. Would 
they kindhy inform a curious public how 
much water they still have for Eale? 
Perhaps they might find sale for a few 
thousand feet in Merced county. 
The 


state of Nevada, needs more water, whv 
not tunnel the mountain and. turn some 
of tbe "flood waters" of Kings rivet* 
eastward? 


Seriously there is some danger of this 


scheme being pushed for all there is in 
;t and unless something is done speedily 
to prevent its development we may be 
saddled with a lawsuit, the result of 
which no man can conjecture.

On that oc- 
usiou Heath said that McWhirter had 
ecu murdered, and that if any one iu- 
oatigated the matter carefully it would 
c found that MeWhirter had been 
ilh-d by a young business man of 
fresno. " Heath said that the young 
nan had discovered some months after 
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He began by mentioning the conversa- 


tion betwi-eu"Heath, ISigelow and him- 
self in the Examiner editorial rooms. 
Mr. Bigelow introduced Heath to him, 
that being the tirst time the witness had 
ever seeirileath. Heath told the wit- 
ness that lie had some in formation that 
he thought wmild solve ihe McWhirter 
mystery in Fivano. 
Ho said that a 


friend "of his named Morrow had seen 
McWhirter and the young married man 
mentioned by Mr. Bigelow outside his 
house on the night pm-edin^ the pow- 
der; they were quarreling; that within 
a few months of the younj? man's mar- 
riage the yonng man'disi'overed that his 
wife had "heeu ivmtinrd and that Mc- 
Whirter was the father of the child.

jeen told that one of them had run;

_ .tine train with Heath after Heath hai 
been arrested and had a conversatio 
with Heath in the presence oi Deteetiv 
MeFarland. Heath there made a state 
meiit to the witness which the witnes 
telegraphed at Tracy to the Examine 
for publication, and which statemer 
was published in that paper. 


In arguing an objection to a queslio
